High 
buildings on all sidta giva ao apace 
for a sweep of the wind, andhataatay 
on without the aid of bands. 

Where William street and Beaver 
street meet the first divides into a 
fork, the south proni: beint: called 
South William street. Between the 
two prongs is the Seligman building. 
Ai ross William street is the Cotton 
Kxchange and across South William 
i> Dclmonico s down town restaurant. 
One block to the oorth is Wall atreat 
and the old custom house. 

Safety against fire was one of the 
chief objects of the architects of the 
new structure. Absolutely unburn* 
able, both inside and outside, it illus- 
trates well the attempt that is being 
made to put lower New York, or the 
"skyscraper" section out of danger. 
About "It. iH»t» sijuare feet of hollow 
terra cotta blocks were used in the 
partitiona that cannot bum and are 
non-cond\ietors of heat. A lire tliat 
might start in one room could spread 
no farther. 

Most of the skyscrapers eractad in 
Now York in the last few years are of 
steel and hollow tile and this new 
type of construction has caused a sob- 
stantial decrease in insurance rati «. 

Foundations of the Seligman build- 
ing go down nearly 50 feet to solid 
rock. They were made continuous 
and from a solid masonry wall, six 
feet thick, enclosing the entire lot. 
This wall forms a sort of dam to re- 
sist the heavy outward pressure and 
exclude all i:round water from the 
cellar excavated within. 

The sob-structure involved the ex- 
cavation of ."^.iioit cubie yards of uia- 
teriiil. < 'nr liuiidrej men were bu-y 
night ana day on the job. The struc- 
tural steel in the building weighs 
about 2.tliltt,(i()(i pouud>. The ex- 
terior walls contain l,2Ui),iMii) red 
brick and 35,000 eubio feet of liiue- 
■'tone, in addition to the granite near 
the bottom.
